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The Minnesota Siate Board of Health, in 1917, passed rules and 
regulations. outlining the requirements which Pasteurization plants 
must meet in order to label, sell, or advertise their product as “ Pas- 
teurized milk.” One of the requirements provides that facilities 
must be available for the effective sterilization of the milk bottles. 
The routine investigations undertaken by the division of sanitation 
at Pasteurization plants include field observations and bacteriological 
examinations to determine whether the equipment and methods of 
Pasteurization comply with the regulations of the board. During each 
routine investigation several empty bottles are collected just prior to 
the time they are to be refilled with milk, and an examination is 
made to determine their bacterial content. 

A survey of Pasteurization plants made prior to the passage of the 
regulations showed that many plants, especially in the smaller cities, 
had no effective method of sterilizing bottles. Table 1 shows the 
bacterial content of bottles collected at five plants where no appa- 
ratus was provided for their sterilization. The bottles at these plants 
were first submerged in a sodium carbonate solution, then placed on 
a revolving brush and afterwards rinsed in warm water in the second 
compartment of the tank.

The high bacterial content of the bottles examined indicates that 
there is considerable danger, from a health point of view, in placing 
milk in bottles which have not been effectively sterilized.

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The two agents used for sterilizing milk bottles at the plants 
investigated during the course of this study were steam and chlorine 
solutions. The following methods for the application of steam 
were in use: (a) Oven; (5) single perforated plate with manually- 
operated valve; and (c) power-driven washer and sterilizer with 
series of perforated plates for hot water and steam. The methods 
in use for the application of chlorine were as follows: (a) Hand sub- 
merging of bottles in tank containing chlorine solution; (b) machine 
submerging of bottles in tank containing a chlorine solution (the 
apparatus may be either hand operated or power driven); and (c) 
power-driven washer and sterilizer with chlorine solution added 
continuously to the rinse water and sprayed into the bottles through 
a series of perforated plates. 

The chlorine solutions used at these plants were made from cal- 
cium hypochlorite (chlorinated lime) or some commercial prepara- 
tion containing a hypochlorite compound. In most cases where the 
operators prepared their own calcium hypochlorite solutions, it was 
made according to instructions given by the division of sanitation 
of the State Board of Health.! These instructions include methods 
for the preparation and use of the solution. In all cases where 
chlorine solutions were in use, a residual chlorine was present in the 
rinse water. In order to provide a margin of safety, it is recom- 
mended ' that the rinse water contain not less than 35 parts per 
million of available chlorine. The rinse water should be tested from 
time to time to insure that a sufficient quantity of the chemical is 
present to accomplish effective sterilization. The well-known 
orthotolodine test? provides a simple means by which an operator 
can determine the presence of free chlorine in the rinse water. 

The results of the various methods of sterilization as accomplished 
at the plants with their usual methods of operating are shown in 
the tabulations which follow. These examinations were made on 
samples collected immediately after the sterilization process so that 
the tests of the various methods would not be influenced by any 
subsequent contamination of the bottles. As soon as a bottle was 
collected, the interior was rinsed with 20 c. c. of sterile water and 
the bacterial content was determined by the plate method as pre- 
scribed by the standard methods for the bacteriological examination 
of milk recommended by the American Public Health Association. 
The results included in these tables do not represent the maximum 
efficiency that might be obtained by the various methods described, 
but represent the efficiency of the sterilization with the methods of 
operation as actually carried out at the plants at the time of the 
investigation.

This method of sterilization was in use at only three of the smaller 
plants. It is not considered practicable where a large number of 
bottles are to be sterilized, owing to the size of the oven that would 
be required. If proper sterilization is to be accomplished, the oven 
must be raised to a sufficiently high temperature for the required 
time. The bacterial content of the bottles collected at the three 
plants would indicate that the employees did not operate the oven 
in a satisfactory manner. Steam ovens are used at the certified 
dairies in Minnesota for sterilizing all utensils and bottles. Record- 
ing thermometers are provided on the ovens, and the operators are 
instructed that the charts should show a temperature of at least 
210° F. for one hour. The bacteriological examination of the bottles 
at the certified dairies has shown that steam oven sterilization under 
these methods of operation is effective.

This method of sterilization, as carried out in routine practice at 
milk plants, has not been found satisfactory. The steam inlet valve is 
often not opened wide enough to permit sufficient steam to enter the 
bottles so as to insure effective sterilization, or the bottles are not 
inverted over the steam plate for the necessary length of time, or the 
bottle case is so centered that the steam spray does not enter each 
bottle. The bottles are removed by hand from the rinse tank before 
being inverted over the spray. The water in this tank can not be of 
a higher temperature than the operator can comfortably bear and 
is usually not sufficiently hot to temper the bottles so that they will 
withstand rapid heating with steam to a temperature which will 
insure proper sterilization.

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A number of factors influence the results of sterilization with an 
apparatus of this type when steam is used as the sterilizing agent. 
This is indicated by the variation between the maximum and mini- 
mum number of bacteria per bottle as compared with the average 
number present in the 141 bottles examined. In order that effective 
sterilization of every bottle may be accomplished with this method, 
precautions must be taken to determine (1) that every case centers 
properly over the perforated plates, (2) that none of the openings in 
the plates become clogged, and especially in the plate through which 
the live steam is sprayed, and (3) that a sufficient amount of steam 
is permitted to spray into the bottles for the necessary length of 
time. It has been observed that, especially during the warm weather, 
the employees often operate the machine with the valve which 
admits steam to the last plate nearly closed.

If this method of sterilization is to be effective, precautions must 
be taken to determine (1) that a sufficient quantity of the chlorine 
solution is placed in the water in the rinse tank, and (2) that every 
bottle is submerged in such a manner that it is completely exposed 
to the solution. 

It was found at the plants where this method was in use that the 
operators did not take sufficient precautions to expose every bottle 
completely to the solution. Many of the bottles, when dropped 
indiscriminately into the tanks, trap air, which prevents their bemg 
filled with the solution. There is also a temptation on the part of 
the operator to place too many bottles in the tank before beginning 
to remove them, and as a result some of the bottles remain on the 
surface and are not exposed to the solution. The owners of the plants 
where this method of sterilization was in use have been advised that 
if they wish to continue the use of chlorine solutions an apparatus 
must be provided that will insure the complete exposure of every 
bottle to the solution.

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With this method of sterilization, the operator has only to add a 
sufficient quantity of the chlorine solution to the water in the rinse 
tank to accomplish effective sterilization. A hand-operated apparatus 
for submerging the bottles, which is in use at several of the smaller 
milk plants in Minnesota, is described in a bulletin of the division of 
sanitation, Minnesota State Board of Health. The table shows that 
consistently low bacterial counts were obtained at the twelve plants 
where the chlorine treatment was applied by means of this apparatus.

With this method of sterilization, precautions must be taken to 
determine (1) that a sufficient quantity of chlorine compound is 
added to the rinse water, (2) that every case centers properly over 
the perforated plates, and (3) that none of the openings in the per- 
forated plates become clogged. The clogging of a single opening in 
a plate with this method of sterilization by which the chlorine is 
sprayed into the bottles through two or more plates is not of such 
serious consequence as in the case of steam treatment through a 
single plate. The bottles leaving the apparatus under this method 
of sterilization ‘are not hot as in the case of steam treatment and can 
be refilled directly as they are taken from the machine. 

A simple apparatus for preparing and administering the chlorine 
solution to the bottle washer consists of a 50-gallon barrel equipped 
with a mixing device in which the calcium hypochlorite (chlorinated 
lime) is mixed with water, and a }-inch gate-valve used as an outlet, 
a control box provided with a float valve for maintaining a constant 
level of the solution in the box, and an orifice valve for delivering a 
definite quantity of solution from the control box to the pipe carry- 
ing the solution to the bottle-washing machine. A definite quantity 
of calcium hypochlorite is placed in the mixing barrel and the water 
added. The chemical is mixed thoroughly with the water and al- 
lowed to stand until the undissolved portion has settled to the bottom. 
The clear solution is discharged through the outlet valve located 
about 4 inches from the bottom of the barrel. The solution enters 
the control box through the float valve, which will only admit the

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solution as fast as it leaves the box through the orifice valve. The 
chlorine solution leaving the orifice valve is added continuously to 
the water from the last rinse tank on the suction side of the pump 
which forces it through the perforated plates into the bottles. 

A detail description of a similar apparatus for administering chlor- 
ine solutions is given in Public Health Reports, volume 30, No 9 
Feburary 26, 1915.

In this experiment, two plants were selected, having a power- 
driven washer and sterilizer of the spray type made by the same 
company. The plant operators were notified that bottles were to 
be collected for bacteriological examination at 10-minute intervals 
throughout an entire run, and they were requested to operate the 
machines at their maximum efficiency during the experiment. The 
results contained in Table 8 show that the average content of the 
bottles from both machines was considerably under 1,000. The 
bottles from the machine using the chlorine spray showed a much 
lower average bacterial content than those from the machine using 


steam.

The above data show that sterilization of milk bottles is necessary 
in the routine operation of Pasteurization plants, and that chlorine 
solutions are more dependable than steam as a sterlizing agent 
with the apparatus used and the methods of sterilization applied 
at the piants where these studies were undertaken. 
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SUMMARY. 


The information on the sterilization of milk bottles with the methods 
described was obtained as a part of the data collected during routine 
investigations of Pasteurization plants throughout the State. The 
bacterial content of the bottles indicates the results obtained at each 
plant under the routine method of treatment carried out by the 
operator on the date of the investigation. 

The high bacterial content of the bottles at the plants where no 
provisions were made for their sterilization shows the need of proper 
sterilizing facilities for the bottles. 

A study of the results obtained on the sterilization of bottles with 
apparatus using steam as compared with chlorine solutions indicates 
that chlorine is more dependable as applied in routine practice at 
the plants investigated. This is especially evident at the smaller 
Pasteurization plants where manually operated apparatus is used. 
Steam, when properly applied with the automatic machines, gave 
satisfactory results, but it was observed that in many instances the 
operators neglected to carry out certain details that are necessary 
in order to accomplish effective sterilization. This tendency was 
even more apparent at the smaller plants where steam was used in 
manually operated machines. 

Chlorine solutions for sterlizing milk bottles have been in use 
for some time in a number of plants in Minnesota, and no cases have 
been reported of objections having been made to odors or flavors 
being imparted to the milk, or of any misuse of the chemical. The 
preparation of the chlorine solution is simple, and the chemical is 
inexpensive. It places at the disposal of the plant operator a sterliz- 
ing agent which is always available for immediate use. This is not 
true of steam, especially at the small milk plants. 

The data further indicate that the mere presence of sterilizing 
apparatus at a plant is not sufficient evidence that bottles are 
properly treated. It is important in the supervision work on pas- 
teurization plants to make detail observations, including analytical 
examinations, in order to determine that the apparatus for sterilizing 
milk bottles is properly operated. 


THE IMMIGRANTS’ HOSTEL AT EASTLEIGH, ENGLAND. 


The following account of the Atlantic Park Hostel, an “immi- 
grant’s hotel” at Eastleigh, England, is taken from a report of the 
American consul at Southampton, who recently made a personal 
inspection of the hostel. 

The hostel is located 74 miles from London and 4 miles from the 
Southampton docks. It is owned and operated by the Atlantic 
Park Hostel Co. (Ltd.), the stockholders of which are a large railway 
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company and two steamship companies; and while it is primarily 
intended for the passengers of the shareholding companies, steam- 
ship companies not shareholders are permitted to house passengers in 
the hostel, when accommodations are available, at slightly higher 
rates than those charged for passengers of the owning companies. 

Only continental passengers, known as transmigrants, are housed 
at the hostel. These people arrive from the continent, usually at 
Harwich, Hull, Grimsby, or London, whence they are brought to the 
park by train. 

On arrival at Eastleigh, usually in the late afternoon or evening, 
the immigrants are met by representatives of the company, including 
one or more interpreters, and are taken to the assembly room where 
their tickets and passports are checked. They then go to the ad- 
joiming dining room where they receive a hot meal, after which they 
are segregated by sexes and given accommodations for the night in 
separate dormitories. They are kept apart from persons already 
residents at the park. The following morning they are examined 
by the medical officer, and, if found clean and free from disease, are 
assigned to permanent quarters. Those found in need of medical 
or sanitary treatment are kept segregated until the necessity no 
longer exists. 

Passengers suffering from a contagious disease are transferred to 
hospitals in Southampton without additional expense. A special 
building at the park is provided for isolation of contacts. The meas- 
ures employed have proved successful in preventing outbreaks of 
communicable diseases. 

EQUIPMENT. 

The grounds occupy 32 acres, almost one-half of which is covered 
by the buildings. The main buildings are built of brick and were 
originally used as hangars by the United States Navy, while the 
smaller buildings, built of wood, were formerly used as barracks. 

There are some 40 bulidings, consisting of dormitories, dining 
rooms, dispensary, disinfection and bathing plant, temporary hos- 
pital, isolation plant, administrative and staff quarters, ete. All 
buildings are steam heated and are lighted by electricity. Although 
most of the buildings are fireproof, adequate fire protection is pro- 
vided. 

The drainage and sanitation have been approved by the sanitary 
authorities of the Borough of Southampton, who make frequent 
inspections. Receptacles are provided for depositing rubbish, and 
all garbage is destroyed by means of an incinerator on the premises. 

Ample bathing facilities are provided, both for sitz and shower 
baths, and separate departments are maintained for male and female 
passengers. Individual dressing cubicles are provided, as well as 
individual soap, towels, dressing gowns, wooden clogs, and rubber 
caps for females. 
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One of the men’s dormitories. 
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Interior of dining room, with passengers at meal. 
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Bathing is not compulsory, except under the orders of the physician 
in charge. The bathing facilities are available at all reasonable 
hours. 

For washing clothes, stationary washtubs are provided; also a 
drying room. 

Pure drinking water is obtainable in the public rooms and on the 
grounds from drinking fountains. 

Two disinfectors have been installed to treat clothing, and a larger 
one to deal with baggage. 

SLEEPING ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Second-class passengers are usually provided with private rooms, 
and families are not separated. When possible, the better class of 
the third-class passengers are also so provided, but the bulk of the 
immigrants sleep in the large dormitories, the males and females 
occupying separate dormitories. Ample clean bedding is supplied, 
and the linen is changed weekly. In practice, when conditions per- 
mit, passengers of the same nationality are housed together. 


FOOD. 


There are two kitchens and two dining rooms—one for the Jewish 
passengers and the other for those of other faiths. The kitchens are 
provided with the latest modern electrical and other appliances. The 
dining halls are provided with long dining tables, separate tables 
being maintained for the different classes of immigrants. The tables 
are covered with white tablecloths. 

The food is served by waitresses, and there is no limit to the quantity 
that may be consumed. The weekly menus, varied from day to day, 
indicate that substantial, well-balanced rations are provided. The 
menus at present in force almost exclusively represent the wishes 
expressed by the passengers themselves, and they are frequently 
changed at the request of the passengers when the suggestions are 
within reason. 

In addition to the ordinary menu, passengers have the liberty, at 
certain hours, of cooking any special dishes, the ingredients of which 
they furnish, and for cooking which a special kitchen is provided. 
Breakfast is served at 8.30 a. m., the noon meal at 1 p. m., and the- 
evening meal at 5.30 p. m., except on Fridays and religious holidays, 
when it is served to Hebrew passengers as custom requires. 

Fresh milk is supplied in generous quantities. 


SPIRITUAL WELFARE, RECREATION, AND STUDY. 


Provision is made for the spiritual welfare of the immigrants. 

As for recreation and study, the grounds contain several football 
fields, and one of the large dormitory buildings contains three bad- 
minton (a game similar to tennis) courts and one tennis court. A 
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large entertainment hall is provided, and is equipped with a stage 
and a piano. Frequent entertainments are given, in which the parts 
are taken by the passengers. In addition to the theater, there is a 
separate music room with a piano and phonograph. Occasional 
lectures are given. 

Several members of the staff, the resident rabbi, and occasional 
volunteers engage in teaching English, especially to the passengers 
who are detained for long periods. Facilities for study are provided, 
of which the immigrants eagerly avail themselves. A small library 
has been installed, and a number of American, English, and other 


newspapers are on hand. 
MAIL. 


Mail for passengers is delivered without examination, and in case 
of bills, money orders, or drafts inclosed, no deductions are made for 
indebtedness to the management. For this reason, the management 
has suggested that payments sent by friends or relatives should be 
sent direct to the steamship company involved, as numerous cases 
have occurred in which remittances sent direct to the passenger to 
cover indebtedness have been squandered. 


CHARGES. 


The following are the present rates for passengers of the sharehold- 
ing steamship companies using the park, and.they include board, 
lodging, medical attendance, and medicines:

In all cases half prices are charged for children from 1 to 10 years 
of age, and no charge is made for infants under 1 year of age, 
The above rates include everything, except clothing, that is nec- 
essary for the comfort and welfare of passengers. 
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JAPANESE GOVERNMENT ADHERES TO INTERNATIONAL 
AGREEMENT CREATING INTERNATIONAL BUREAU OF 
PUBLIC HYGIENE. 


The Secretary of the Treasury is in receipt of a communication 
from the Department of State inclosing a translation of a communi- 
cation dated April 3, 1924, received from the Royal Italian Embassy, 
regarding the adherence of the Japanese Government to the Inter- 
national Agreement signed in Rome on December 9, 1907, for the 
creation in Paris of the International Bureau of Public Hygiene. 
The note from the Italian Ambassador reads in part as follows: 

“Referring to previous communications of the same nature, I have 
the honor to inform Your Excellency that by a note verbale of the 
7th of March, 1924, the Embassy of Japan at Rome gave to the 
Italian Government notice of the adhesion of the Japanese Govern- 
ment to the international agreement signed in Rome on December 
9, 1907, for the creation in Paris of an International Office of Public 
Hygiene. 

“In accordance with Article 6 of the said agreement my Govern- 
ment informs through me Your Excellency of this adhesion and 
adds that Japan has asked to be placed in the first category of ad- 
hering States.” 


TENTH ANNIVERSARY MEETING OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD 
OF PHYSICIANS IN INDUSTRY. 


A meeting to celebrate the tenth anniversary of the organization 
of the Conference Board of Physicians in Industry was held in New 
York City April 4 and 5, 1924. This Conference Board was organized 
in April, 1914, for the purpose of cooperating effort in introducing 
into industrial establishments the most effective measures for the 
treatment of injuries or ailments of industrial employees, for promot- 
ing sanitary conditions in workshops, and for the prevention of 
industrial diseases. It has held 41 mectings since it was organized. 

The sentiment in practically all the discussions was that medical 
work in industry is a necessity and is demanded by the existing 
social order; that only practitioners with high ideals of service and 
an adequate grasp of the problems to be solved could hope to be 
successful in this work; that it must be conducted on a high ethical 
plane and with strict regard to the scientific consideration of the 
work; and that, when properly conducted, it is a potent factor in 
advancing the cause of preventive medicine both in personal and 
community health. 

This organization feels that medical work in industry does not 
antagonize the private practitioner nor supplant his work, except 
in those cases where the services offered by private practitioners 
are not adequate to meet the needs of industry. On the contrary, 
the work of the capable private practitioner has been increased by 
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the work of the physician in industry who, by educational methods, 
has aroused in the minds of the workers an added interest in health 
matters. <A spirit of intelligent interest and cooperation is thereby 
engendered which is beneficial to all parties concerned. 

The recent meeting was well attended, more than 100 physicians 
connected with industrial establishments and a large number of 
industrial executives from all sections of the country east of the 
Mississippi River being present. The following were among the 
subjects discussed by the industrial physicians: 

Traumatic surgery—Its development and relation to industry. 
Functions of the physician in industry. 

Industrial medicine and medical education. 

Inspection in physical diagnosis. 

On April 5 the physicians in attendance at the mecting were 
guests of the Post Graduate Medical School and Hospital, New York 
City, at a series of clinics arranged particularly to meet their needs.

The present article contains reports from cities having between] 
10,000 and 100,000 population. It is believed that practically al 
of these cities are included which have records of morbidity from 
communicable diseases which are of value for statistical purposes. 

Medians ' of the total number of cases reported annually during 
the years 1914 to 1921 are given for cerebrospinal meningitis, diph- 








1 The median has been defined as the magnitude of the middle item in an array. If the numbers of cases 
reported are arranged so that the greatest number reported in any one year is first, the second greatest 
number is second, and so on, then the number of cases in the center of the array is the median. The fol- 
lowing illustration shows the method followed when data for five years are available: In a city reporting 
60 cases in 1915, 79 cases in 1916, 71 cases in 1917, 58 cases in 1918, and 53 cases in 1919, the median is 60 cases, 
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theria, measles, poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis), scarlet fever, small- 
pox, and typhoid fever. The column headed ‘ Number of years” 
shows the number of years for which data were available. For pel- 
lagra, data were available only for the years 1915 to 1921, inclusive. 

For all diseases except anthrax, rabies, Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever, and typhus fever there is given either the fatality rate per 100 
cases or the number of cases reported for each death registered. 

In comparing the figures for 1922 with the medians for preceding 
years, it should be borne in mind that there has been a gradual 
improvement in the reporting of communicable diseases during the 
last few years. An increase in the number of cases reported may be 
due to better reporting of the particular disease rather than to an 
increase in the number of cases existing. 

In studying these tables it should be kept in mind that a relatively 
large number of reported cases of a communicable disease as indi- 
cated by a high case rate (and more especially when accompanied 
by a relatively small number of deaths, as indicated by a low fatality 
rate) usually means that the health department of that city is active 
and that the cases of the disease are being well reported by the prac- 
ticing physicians. It does not usually mean that the disease is more 
prevalent in that city than im other cities. A high fatality rate may 
mean that the disease was unusually virulent in a city, that the 
physicians did not treat the disease in that city with the success usual 
elsewhere, or that the practicing physicians did not report all of their 
cases to the health department. On the other hand, an unusually 
low fatality rate may be due to the fact that the disease in the city 
was unusually mild, that the physicians treated it with unusual 
success, that the practicing physicians reported their cases satis- 
factorily, or that the registration of deaths was incomplete or the 
assignment of the causes of death inaccurate. 

Cities which did not report either cases or deaths of a certain 
disease in 1922 are not included im the table for that disease.

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MORBIDITY REPORTS. 


Diphtheria.—Reports from 35 States for the week ended April 12, 
1924, give 1,674 cases of diphtheria. The same States reported 1,655 
cases for the week ended April 14, 1923. 

Measles.—Twenty-eight States reported 15,597 cases of measles 
for the week ended April 12, 1924, and 15,403 cases for the corre- 
sponding week of last year. Ninety-eight cities, situated in all parts 
of the United States, and having an aggregate population of about 
28,000,000, reported 6,060 cases of measles for the week this year, 
and 9,248 cases for the week last year. Epidemics of measles fre- 
quently show large numbers of cases in certain localities, and the 
figures are very irregular. 

Scarlet fever.—Thirty-five States reported scarlet fever for the week 
as follows: 1924, 3,911 cases; 1923, 2,920 cases. Ninety-eight cities 
reported 1,786 cases for the week this year and 1,558 cases last year. 
The estimated expectancy for the week for the 98 cities was 1,005 
cases. 

Smallpor.—Thirty-five State health officers reported 1,493 cases of 
smallpox for the week in 1924 and 475 cases for the corresponding 
week in 1923. Ninety-eight cities reported 519 cases for the week 
in 1924 and 104 cases for 1923. Epidemics in five cities (Indianapo- 
lis, Detroit, Atlanta, Birmingham, and Los Angeles) accounted for 
more than 70 per cent of the cases reported by cities for the week in 
1924. 

Influenza and pneumonia.—Twenty-six States reported 776 cases 
of influenza for the week ended April 12, 1924, which figure may be 
compared with 2,270 cases reported by the same States for the cor- 
responding week last year. 

The reports of deaths from influenza show a decrease from last year, 
the figures for the week, 98 cities, being 94 deaths this year and 140 
deaths last year. Pneumonia, however, claimed 1,207 victims: in 
these cities during the week, while last year the number was only 
995. 

Deaths—Reports from various sources, including the Bureau of 
the Census and life-insurance companies, indicate unusually favorable 
death rates for the first three months of the year 1924.

The “estimated expectancy” given for diphtheria, poliomyelitis, scarlet fever, smallpox, and typhoid 
fever is the result of an attempt to ascertain from previous occurrence how many cases of the disease under 
consideration may be expected to occur during a certain week in the absence of epidemics. It is based 
on reports to the Public Health Service during the past nine years. It is in most instances the median 
number of cases reported in the corresponding week of the preceding years. When the reports include 
several epidemics, or wher for other reasons the median is unsatisfactory, the epidemic periods are ex- 
cluded and the estimated expectancy is the mean number of cases reported for the week during non- 
epidemic years. 

If reports have not been received for the full nine years, data are used for as many years as possible, but 
no year earlier than 1915 is included. In obtaining the estimated expectancy, the figures are smoothed 
when necessary to avoid abrupt deviations from the usual trend. For some of the diseases given in the 
table the available data were not sufficient to make it practicable to compute the estimated expectancy.

Steamship ‘““Malta Maru’’—At Rotterdam, Netherlands. 

A case of typhus fever was reported removed, March 17, 1924, at 
Rotterdam, Netherlands, from the Japanese steamship Malta Maru. 
The case occurred in the person of the first mate of the vessel. The 
Malta Maru arrived at Rotterdam March 17 from South America 
and left Rotterdam March 23, 1924, for Antwerp. The patient was 
stated to have been sick on arrival and to have been removed to the 
city hospital, but diagnosis was not made until after the vessel had 


sailed for Antwerp. 
BRAZIL.

Cape Province.—In the Albert district, six cases, in natives, with 
three deaths. 

Orange Free State.—19 cases (white 2, native 17), with 12 deaths in 
natives as compared with 31 cases with 17 deaths reported during the 
previous week. The cases were distributed in nine localities (farms) 
in Kroonstad district, and in one locality each of the Boshof, Vrede- 
fort, and Winburg districts. 

Transvaal.—An outbreak of plague was reported on a farm in 
Wolmaransstad district, Transvaal, with three cases (white, one case) 
and one death, a native. 

The total number of cases reported in the Union of South Africa 
from December 16, 1923, to March 8, 1924, is 155 (white, 25, native, 
130), with 92 deaths (white 10, native 82).
